Eddie should know, He was re- 
tired on November 30th, when he 
was only 70 years old, and he has 
a long and busy life to look for-

Eddie started work with the Wil- 
mington Water Department on Dec, 
5, 1928, He had had some exper- 
fence as engineer on the fishing 
boats out of Gloucester, so he be- 
came the engineer tn the pumping 
station at Brown's Crossing, five 


months after the Wilmington Water 


Department started operations, 

He was the pumping station en- 
gineer from that day until 1941, 
when he became superintendent, 
and his total service with the Wa- 
ter Department encompassed 41 
years, lacking 5 days, « 

Eddie has a lot to talk about, He 
is one of Wilmington’s old-timers, 
meaning that his father, etc,, were 
Wilmington people too, 

kt wasn’t exactly a busy pumping 
station when Eddie started, It had 
two diesel engines and two piston 
pumps with a combined capacity of 
1000 gallons a minute, and Eadie 
ran those pumps about two hours 
every three days, 

The rest of the time, in the be- 
ginning, was used in cleaning up 
around the new pumping station, 
Arnold Carter, a well known team- 
ster of those days, was grading the

THE OUCH-LESS TB TEST 


The Middlesex Respiratory Di- 
sease Association has examined 
about 84% of the children attending 
the public schools in Middlesex 
County for active tuberculosis 
germs, as well as some in private 
and parochial schools, This is 
being done jointly with the local 
departments of health and the 
school systems, 

The tine test method is used, 


the ‘Ouch-less TB Test’, 

The tine test utilizes an object 
similar in size and shape to a 
toothpaste cap, The cap has four

into a person’s arm, would cause 
& positive reaction if the person 
had been exposed to tuberculosis 
germs, 

A young child who reacts in a 
positive manner usually has been 
infected as the result of contact 
with an adult.
